WAVES 


INCAUTIOUS HOLIDAY MAKERS 
CAUGHT BY WATER, 


Subterranean Eruption Supposed 
Be Cause for Unruly Conditions at 


LONG BEACH, June 21,—-Heavy 
swells were running today, caused by 
a big storm at sea, says Wharfinger 
Baettge, though Manaker Archer of 
the bath-house company inclines to 
the theory of subterranean eruptions. 
The waves were from ten to fifteen feet 
high and make the transfer of passen- 
fers to launches rather hazardous. 
On the outer wharf, one of the loose 
Caissons broke in two from -the force 
of the water and was cut away by the 
Whariinger just as a second wave 
Struck it, causing it to fall without 
injuring any of the supporting piling.
